The Appeal Brief filed on 26 October 2006 is defective for failure to comply with one or 
more provisions of 37 CFR 41.37. 

The brief does not contain a concise explanation of the subject matter defined in each of 
the independent claims involved in the appeal, referring to the specification by page and line 
number and to the drawings, if any, by reference characters; and/or (b) the brief fails to: (1) 
identify, for each independent claim involved in the appeal and for each dependent claim argued 
separately, every means plus function and step plus function under 35 U.S. C. 1 12, sixth 
paragraph, and/or (2) set forth the structure, material, or acts described in the specification as 
corresponding to each claimed function with reference to the specification by page and line 
number, and to the drawings, if any, by reference characters (37 CFR 41 .37(c)(l)(v)). The 
claimed invention is not mapped to independent claims 1, 7, 8, which shall refer to the 
specification by page and line number and to the drawings, if any. 

The claims appendix should only include the claims involved in the appeal. Claim 2 is 
not appealed. As such, it should not be listed in any way. 

The Status of Claims section erroneously states there are 6 claims in the application, 
when there are actually 7. 

There is an incorrect date for final rejection and no clear statement of status of 
amendments in the Status of Amendments section. 

The evidence and related proceedings appendices still do not appear on separate pages. 

Because at least some of these defects were cited in previous notices, the response period 
set in the Notification of Non-Compliant Appeal Brief mailed on 2 October 2006 is not restarted. 
If a corrected appeal brief remedying all defects cited in the prior notices is not received with 
appropriate request and payment for extension of time by 2 April 2007, the appeal will be 
dismissed and the application abandoned. Please see the current revision of MPEP section 1205 
for requirements of the appeal brief.
